In tho AsBorably, yesterday, tho 
jRopIy and tho voto of i\oii''Conri'> 
denoe in tho Exociilivo came up lor 
fio^l .considenUion. Tho Eeaolutions 
(wfere taken up seriatim iuid mot with 
Blight opposition J but whon llio hist 
elauao ot tho voto had boon read ilr 
Coohrano east a bombBholl into tho 
Eadioal Camp by proposing to insert a 
olauBO rocomuionding tho ro-appoint- 
xnent of Sir Jamos Douglas as Govor> 
norof tho Colony. Thin drew to his 
foot Mr DoCosmos, who liiirly bailed 
over with indignation at the very iiloa 
of tho proposition being brought for- 
ward. For fully ion ininutos, the hon. 
gontleman poured forth tho vials of 
his wrath upon tho originators of tho 
Bchomo, Sir James Douglas, and tho 
policy of his Government, and alter 
giving vont to his foclinga subHidod. 
Mr McCluro, then sprang to his foot 
and, if loss vehement in his manner, 
•was none tho lotis rabid in tho iiuloli- 
cato manner in which ho handled tho 
motion. Tho opposition of tlieso hon. 
gentlemen is easily accounted foi\ 
Both wore editors of papers in this 
Colony under tho Douglas rcijiinc, and 
both opposed Sir James as violently 
thOD as ihoy oppose Governor Kenne- 
dy now, and thoy could not, without 
giving tho '! lie direct" lo thoir pre 
vious Btalomonts, voto for tho amond- 
ment. Dr Dickson, a warm and con- 
Bistont supporter of Sir James Doug- 
las^ was very severe iu his reply lo 
Mr DoCosmoa for tho insulting man- 
ner in which ho had alluded to tho sup- 
porters of the ainendmoiit. Mr PiJwull 
followed, but his remarks amounted 
to little moro than an appeal in bo- 
half of Governor Kennedy, and ho 
Bat down, leaving tho Ilouao quite 
uncertain as to which way ho pro- 
posed voting. At the close of a short 
but bitter contest, tho question of 
tho admission of Mr Cochrano's 
amandment was negatived by a voto 
of 7 to 5, and tho original motion was 
carried as first road. Tho rosohitions 
■vforo then passed as a whole. A no-< 
farious attempt was next mado by 
Mr DoCosmos to get a resolution 
throngh the House to prevent tho 
proposition regarding Sir James 
Douglas being brouglit forward at 
any future time during the present 
Bossion. The attempt was checkmated 
by tho Speaker, who ruled the resolu- 
tion out of order, and the House hav- 
ing sustained tho Speaker, an adjourn- 
ment took place until Friduy. The 
Eoply, us passed, will bo copied and 
Bent to His lilxccllencv as soon as 
possible.

Johr< Hart 
was nol present at iho discovery, nor till 
several d.iyj had elapsod ; the discovery ia 
uiidoiiiitedly a great and good one, and ilie 
carhi^nic acid gaa cnntained in tho coal is 
suliiident to oiilighlon the public, when 
brouglit into the market, without any other 
kiud of (JUS, and us to ibo coal being diacuv-. 
ercd 12 miles from Comox or Port Augusta, 
it in not half that distance ; it appears to me 
thill Eomo porson designedly intended lo mis- 
lead llio public, banco tho nucutsity for cor- 
octiuii ; the distance Irom the sea-board is 
also iindorraled, tho disiance is ut least hall 
us much more than slated in to-day'a isaue 
of your paper.

i' ' moasure as ibis bcio;; rushed through the 

< House. Such a vote should never be taken in 
a hurry. When tho hoo. member for Vic- 
toria (Mr MoUlure) introduced Iiia resolu- 
tions he should have yiven tho House au op- 
portunity to coii.sider it carelully. 

Mr Pidwoll did not think iho llnuso would 
]oso anything by going over the resolutiuna 
again.

Asb) had so little confiilonee in thu Ciover- 
n'or. The Governor answered all applioiiiils 
on tbe subject that he could nuc do uoylhin^ 
ior the relief of tha aborigines, until the 
Crown Landc bad been ta^cn over by thn 
Colony. The lion. Roiiiluinan proceuled to 
explain iho condilion of tha Indiana and eon-

Mr Coelinino moved tho insortiou afior 
tbe words Uiilisb Golunios, and " that the 
late Governor, - Sir James' Douglas," be rq- 
nppoinlcd Governor of this Colony. 

Mr DeCosmos said llial he could not boi 
liovo a majority of this House was in favor 
of Sir J.inies Dou^jlas' riiappointinont as 
Qovernur of thin (Jiilony. Ilo had Iho high- 
cat respect for Sir James, but politically lin 
did not admire him. Did any sane inun 
inppose that if this question was voted on 
to-motrow, Sir James would bo voted in? 
7l>o boti, gontlaman prooeedod , to slate tho 
oansea that led to the piosperity of tbe ooan" 
ti-y under Gov, Douglas,' tlhd said that, bo- 
oauso another Governor came to this Colony 
when iliiiiHS were on tho decline.

Why, Qoveroor 
Douglas bad (irsisleatly deolined lo give the 
Homo ioIormaHon dnriiVg bis admlnistratiooi 



and tbe Colony lost S700,000 or S800,000 
beoBQse of tho course Qoveroor Douglas 
pursned; Tbe Colony was suffering to-day 
from want of Union, and he bad it from good 
authority thai Sir James is as hoeiilo to 
Union as ever. '\Va3 ho to b ) asked to take 
charge of tho Colony while enlerlaiuing fucIi 
Bonlimonls? This House hud tulegruphed 
homo and wore awaiting an answer. The 
House was in favor of a Tunll, but Sir James 
Was a Frec-forter. If ho liad been llio 
slatoemuu some would have tho Housu he- 
liovo he would have couauininated Union 
long ago. He (Mr DeCosmos) was opposed 
to the motion. Let this House puss this 
resolution, and the oouotry will bowl with 
indignation from end to end. ^Derisive 
laughter.) The hon. gentleman proceeded 
to ''show up" the " abuses" that bad Hprun<; 
up under Goyeruor Douglas' admiuisirauon 
and contended that men ol a diflereut stamp 
were required now. Possibly thu mover and 
bis supporters had an "axe to grind." Per- 
haps Mr Cochrane would be appointed Duko 
of Saanioh and the hon. junior member for 
Victoria District would be appoioied Coroner 
for the Island. 

Dr Diokson— And the hon. gentleman 
would RCt the printing. 

Mr DeGosmos — I bud it oilored to me if 1 
woald support Gov. Douglas' policy, but 1 
refused. The hon. gentleman sat down after 
advising tho hon. mover to withdiaw tbe 
motion. 

Mr .McClure upbraided the Houso for its 
childishness and cliaructurizcd tho motion as 
a shallow triek, (Oh, oh.) When a Ijfovcr- 
nor has tieen once removed, he is never sent 
back Id the saino Colony a;;aiii. If tho mo- 
tion is carried, it will only havo llie elfeel of 
destroying all that has been doiio in the 
resolutions now before the House. Gov. 
Douglas had nocxperienco except io regard to 
Vaiioouvor Island — "the derelict of all nai 
tious." It was insult to ask bis return. The 
hon. gentleman proeeeded to denouooe the 
sehoniu in strong language. 

Dr Dickson look the senior member for 
tho City lo tusk for his personal ullm-ion lo 
other members. Every ono elso is in fault 
and he is spotless. (Lviuglilei.) iMon who 
onlertain dilleri-nt opinions from his, are 
charged with enlerlaioin;^ eoiintcr miuivi!;i. 
Thu deinunslraliun at the haiKpii;! ;;ivi.'n lo 
Governor Douglas, was ono ol tlio grandest 
over given to a public man, and univi.rsal 
regret was felt at his reiireraant. (Hear.) 
Let tho country be canvassed and a groat 
majority will be fouud to be in bis lavor. 
(Hear ) Where could there be found a man 
belter aciiuainted with ttio wants of the 
country than a man who hud lived in it all his 
days as Sir James Douglas, who is a man 
of the people. (Hear.) Restore Governor 
Douglas and wa should see Ihe sun of pros- 
perity again shining on this Colony. Ho 
would favor tho drafting ot an address to the 
Homo Government asking- foriAGovotoor 
Douglas' reappointment. 

Dr Ash said that tho Original resolution 
rcijuired very gravo consideration and 
amendment. He thought Sir James Douglas 
would bo a ■very good man to govern the 
Colonies and be should be glad lo support ihe 
amendment if he was sure he was doing 
right in incorporating it with the original 
re.-iolu'ion. 

Mr Pidwoll charged the Free Port parly 
with raising all tho opposition to Governor 
Kennedy, because he had expressed himself 
io favor of fostering home industry. He had 
great respect for Gov. Douglas, and liked his 
policy Id every respect, except in main- 
tuining the Free Fort and preventing Union. 
But if we wore to Iobo Governor Kennedy, 
he did not know of a better man than Sir 
James to succeed him. He opposed tha votu 
of an utter want of oonfidenco in Governor 
Kennedy, because it was contemptible and 
beneath the conduct ot men and 
and not borne out by the facts. 

Mr Cochrane hero rose and asked if be 
might move the amendment aa a suppiemenx 
tal resolution, 

Dr Dickson thought it sbonld be with- 
drawn for tbe present.'

Tho alarm was sounded, and in 
a slioi t space ol lime the whole camp was 
under arms, and divisions were detailed to i 
scour tlio pountry in 4>^6rent directions, 
though without suooasB. I'be ^'bomb," which 
was exhibiled* id town yesterday, consisted 
of a soda water bottle about three quarters 
full of blasting powder, over which soino 
saw-du>t mi-xed wilh ground glass was 
tightly J iiiiii:ed, so as to increase tlio con" 
eus-iioii, ami llio c.\pliisivo pov;ors.

Death at Portland. — We regret to re- 
cord the death at Portland, Oregon, on Sno' 

day last, in tho .5l8t year of his age of Capt. 
David Burns, v/ell known in ibis city. Capt. 
Burns was one of the early pioneers ol Ore- 
gon, having arrived Ihero by sea with bis 
family in lii-jO, and ro-ided for five years 
sut)seqnontly near Oregon City. In 180G he 
removed to tho Sandwich Islands, where he 
acquired a handsome fortune. About three 
years ago he returned to Portland with bis 
family, and carried on a trade with the Is- 
land.
